Mr. Thurman offered a resolution re- 


questing the President to inform the 
Senate whether any portion of the Uni- 
ted States army intermeddled or sought 
to control-the General Assembly of 
Louisiana on the 4th inst., and espe- 
cially if any members claiming seats 
had been deprived thereof by military 
force, and if such is the" ease, for tbe 
President to inform the Senate by what 
authority such interference took place. 


Mr. Conklin suggested as a matter of 


propriety the insertion of the usual 
words, if, in his judgment, it is not in 
compatible with public interest. 


Mr. Thurman said this was not a 


matter of foreign power, that the Sen- 
ate had a right to know the facts. 


Mr. Conklin said he would move for 


the intertion , of the words when the 
resolution came up. 
Lie proceeded to 


say that this should be left to the Pres- 
ident's discretion if anything should, 
in defiance of law, stalk high-headed in 
the publio way, and while the Senate 
was deliberating, law might be tramp- 
led in the mire in New Orleans. 


Senator Thurman would compel the 


President to communicate all facts to 
the Senate at once, though it would be 
telegraphed back to New Orleans what 
was the disposition of troops and their 
destination. 


Mr. Conklin concluded by offering 


his amendment, which was announced 
before the Honse. 


Mr. Thurman made a speech,in«which 


he stated it had long been the usage of 
the Senate that in a simple resolution 
of inquiry on domestic affairs, _in time 
of peace, thnt the matter bo no't left to 
the discretion of the President. The 
resolution was a question of fact, und 
public interests could not be prejudiced 
by the President's answer. The Sen- 
ate had a right to tbe knowledge, even 
if tho President deemed it proper to 
send it under the seal of the Secretary. 


He could, he said, in answer to Mr 


Edmunds, name a hundred precedents 
in his favor, if he had time to search 
the records. 
In Ohio once, two Leg- 


islative bodies for two weeks olaimcc 
to bo the Legislature, but had not, 
however, descended bo tho depth of in- 
famy of having a Returning Board 
Had Van Huron, then President, sent 
troops there they would never have 
left Columbus alive. 


Mr. Conklin read from various pra- 


oedents to show that the words should 
be inserted. 


Mr. Morton favored the amendment. 


If tbe Senate was to have information 
on this subject, let it have the whole 
matter, including information as to 
armed organization,™ Louit-iana,hostile 
to tho Government. 
Murder was s'o 


rampant in Louisiana that men who 
surrounded the Legislature were cover- 
ed with blood. 


Messrs. Howe and Logan supported 


the amendment. The latter said that 
when negroes were murdered in Louisi- 
ana no Democratic Senators challenged 
the wrongs.
